Lynnwood Proud Victor x, a son of Collynie’s Type 3rd x, and Fancy King, 
Jr x, a Miller & Son bull by Fancy King x. Since I have been active in 
the business we have used King of the Vanities 49th x by King of the 
Vanities x; Lynnwood Destiny x by Lynnwood Leader and the present 
Lynnwood Mainline x by Lynnwood Beacon x.
